THIS  HOLIDAY  ISSUE  OF  THE  FOUNDER  FIRE  brings  you  news 
ofi®:he  current  camps  at  Miniwanca  and  Merrowvista,  and 
of  many  friends,  near  and  far.  Doubtless  these  pages 
will  bring  to  those  of  you  who  were  in  the  camps  this 
past  summer  some  glowing,  vivid  memories.  To  you  who 
see  the  camps  in  retrospect,  may  there  come  a renewed 
sense  of  the  meaning  of  your  own  camp  experience.

GEOGRAPHIC  REPRESENTATION  WAS  AGAIN  WIDE-SPREAD.  Younger 
Boy  campers  were  from  28  states,  Washington  D.  C.  and 
from  Canada.  In  the  Younger  Girls  Camp  there  were  campers 
and  leaders  from  27  states,  Washington  D.  C. , Germany  and 
South  America.  There  were  representatives  of  48  states  in 
Older  Girls  Camp,  including  Alaska  and  Hawaii;  Canada  and 
one  camper  from  Puerto  Rico.  In  Older  Boys  Camp,  repre- 
sentatives from  44  states  including  Hawaii;  Canada,  and 
one  camper  each  from  Mexico  and  Japan.  State  stunts  in 
Grand  Council  in  both  camps  were  excellent,  and  some 
were  Indeed  fearful  and  wonderfull  Who  in  OB  will  ever 
forget  Wisconsin's  Dairyland  Elsie  the  Cow,  lost  in  the 
Council  Circle,  and  unable  to  find  the  exiti  And  there 
was  the  unforgettable  moment  in  the  Girls  Camp  Grand 
Council  when  highlights  of  our  American  heritage  were 
presented  in  modern  guise  by  the  Eastern  Seaboard 
states  - Washington's  immortal  crossing  of  the  Delaware, 
delayed  by  a portrait  painter;  the  long-distance  call  to 
Ben  Franklin;  and  Paul  Revere 's  fantastic  gallop' 

OVERSEAS  CAMPERS  AND  LEADERS  always  enrich  our  life  at 
Miniwanca.  We  are  eager  to  increase  the  number  of  fine, 
qualified  students  and  leaders  who  attend  Miniwanca  from 
other  countries.  We  welcome  your  nominations.  A limited 
number  of  scholarships  are  available  for  this  purpose  for 
campers  under  21  years  of  age. 


MINIWANCA  PROVED  TO  BE  THE  SAME  CHALLENGING,  ENRICHING, 
PLACE  OF  BEAUTY  it  has  been  over  the  years.  There  were 
the  challenge  of  the  classroom,  the  fun  of  tribal  acti- 
vity, the  stimulation  of  contacts  with  outstanding 
faculty  members  and  leaders,  contact  of  camper  with 
camper  from  other  states  and  even  other  countries,  the 
challenge  of  self-discovery,  and  the  dedication  of  lives 
to  Christian  leadership  and  service.  Each  of  the  camps 
at  Miniwanca  operated  at  full  capacity  during  the  past 
season.  The  summer  was  opened  with  the  Younger  Boys 
and  Girls  Camps  with  180  campers,  6 camper- leaders , and 
42  leaders  in  the  Younger  Boy  unit;  and  299  campers,  13 
camper- leaders,  and  74  leaders  in  Younger  Girls  Camp. 
Older  Girl  campers  and  leaders  were  housed,  as  usual, 
in  both  the  main  unit  and  the  Younger  Boys  Camp.  There 
were  558  campers,  127  faculty  and  leaders.  In  Older 
Boys,  campers  numbered  420  and  faculty  and  leaders,  81. 
These  over  1800  youth  and  youth  leaders  in  our  Founder 
program,  together  with  over  800  participants  in  the 
various  Danforth  Foundation  Conferences  held  on  the 
grounds  the  latter  part  of  the  summer,  brought  a gross 
total  of  those  in  attendance  at  Miniwanca  to  over  2600 
persons. 


THERE  WAS  THE  USUAL  TRIBAL  RIVALRY  AND  FUN.  In  Older 
Girls  Camp  the  Susques  barely  nosed  out  the  Dakotas  for 
first  place.  In  the  Older  Boys  Camp  the  Navajos  were 
victorious,  with  the  Blackfeet  in  second  place.  State 
Shields  were  won  by  Florida  in  the  Older  Girls  Camp  and 
Wisconsin  in  Older  Boys. 

THE  FOURTH  YEAR  OG  CLASS , the  Taniyas, graduated  36  strong, 
with  Frances  Fletcher  as  Mentor.  Other  classes  in  OG 
were  the  Ecetus  with  Ann  Tukey  as  Mentor;  third  year 
Nacanis  with  Mentor  Sandra  Ball,  and  the  first  year  girls 
organized  themselves  into  the  Kinsiya  Class,  with  Sallie 
Ekern  as  their  guide.  In  Older  Boys  Camp  Bob  Watson  was 
Mentor  of  the  Wadasi  Class  of  24  graduating  seniors. 
Gordon  "Skip"  Ward  was  Mentor  of  the  third  year  Yikeyas, 
and  the  Akicetu  second  year  fellows  were  under  the  gui- 
dance of  Jet  Thomas,  taking  the  place  of  Dave  Warren, 
away  on  a "Sabbatical"  because  of  a trip  to  Europe.  The 
first  year  fellows  organized  into  the  Tawacin  Class,  with 
Charles  Kelley  as  Mentor.  The  Home  Ec  Seniors  in  OG 
Camp  totaled  52,  and  there  were  41  Ag  Seniors  in  Older 
Boys  Camp . 


THE  WORLD  WIDE  FOUNDER  FELLOWSHIP  FUND  (called  Wo-Wi-Fo- 
Fe)  was  again  publicized  by  the  Chiefs  in  the  Older 
Girls  and  Boys  Camps.  Campers  and  leaders  as  usual  re- 
sponded enthusiastically  to  this  appeal  for  funds  to  be 
distributed  by  our  own  Founder  campers  and  leaders  who 
are  in  far  parts  of  the  world.  Over  $1800  was  given  by 
the  1963  campers  and  leaders  for  this  good  cause.  Let- 
ters making  arrangements  for  the  distribution  of  these 
funds  have  already  been  sent  to  Founders  in  Ceylon,  Free 
China,  Germany,  Greece,  Haiti,  Honduras,  India,  Iraq, 
Japan, Jerusalem,  Netherlands,  Nigeria, Peru,  Philippines, 
Republic  of  Congo,  Singapore,  Tanganyika  and  Venezuela. 
Our  overseas  Founders  are  always  happy  and  gratified 
that  they  can  make  possible  the  allocation  of  this  money 
for  worthy  causes  among  children  and  young  people  in  the 
countries  where  they  are  living  and  serving. 

A HIGHLIGHT  OF  THE  1963  SEASON  was  the  observance  of  the 
50th  consecutive  season  of  the  Older  Girls  and  Boys 
Camps . The  occasion  was  especially  celebrated  during 
the  first  weekend  of  the  Older  Girls  Camp  at  Miniwanca. 
Many  former  campers  and  leaders  converged  at  camp  to 
have  a part  in  this  observance.  On  Saturday  evening  the 
vesper  service  was  conducted  by  graduates , with  Elsie 
Clark  Cockrell  in  charge.  Wadjepi  gave  the  message  of 
the  evening,  summarizing  the  story  of  the  establishment 
and  growth  of  the  camps.  There  followed  a roll  call  of 
classes.  It  was  surprising  and  gratifying  to  hear  the 
graduates  of  the  camp  and  the  Leaders ' Institute  report 
for  their  particular  classes.  Roll  call  began  with 
"Cockle"  representing  the  first  camp  in  1914  at  Lake 
Geneva, Wisconsin,  and  it  was  very  fitting  that  a Merrow- 
vista  graduate  of  1963 , Meredith  Mills,  brought  the  list 
right  up-to-date  in  the  current  season!  It  was  indeed 
an  impressive  occasion. 

DEDICATION  OF  THE  WAITE  MEMORIAL  SHELTER  took  place  on 
Sunday  afternoon,  August  4th.  This  Shelter , given  by 
Miss  Miriam  "Midge"  Waite,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs . Richard  Wall 
(Lucile  Waite)  was  constructed  during  mid- summer  on  a 
spot  near  the  Pottowatamle  Trail . In  the  dedication 
service  Lu  Waite  Wall  made  a simple  presentation  of  the 
Shelter , for  the  family,  to  the  American  Youth  Founda- 
tion. Marie  "Horace"  Shaver  read  from  several  Psalms  as 
the  scripture  of  the  day.  Payihg  tribute  to  Dad  and 
Mrs . Waite , Wadjepi  spoke  of  their  outstanding  charac- 
teristics and  wonderful  contributions  to  the  lives  of 
youth.  Kodaya  read  three  poems  inspired  by  Dad  Waite, 
and  he  spoke  of  the  wit  and  wisdom  of  Mrs.  Waite . He 
then  led  in  a thoughtful  prayer  of  dedication.  Bob 
Steiger  accepted  the  gift  on  behalf  of  the  Trustees , 
and  the  service  closed  with  a word  of  benediction.  The 
Shelter  was  put  to  use  in  the  Older  Girls  and  Boys  Camps 
this  summer . It  is  an  excellent  open-air  classroom 
facility  for  groups  ranging  up  to  40  persons.  Its  con- 
struction is  simple , yet  sturdy.  The  Staff  and  Trustees 
of  the  American  Youth  Foundation  are  grateful  to  the 
Waite  family  for  this  very  fine  and  exceedingly  fitting 
Memorial  gif t , honoring  Dad,  Waonspeakiye , the  Teacher , 
and  Mrs.  Waite . 

THERE  WERE  OTHER  ADDITIONS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS  in  physical 
facilities  at  Miniwanca  this  past  season.  A new  Work- 
shop was  erected  on  the  Benona  Lodge  property.  The  for- 
mer Workshop, at  the  back  of  the  Eating  Lodge  in  the  main 
unit,  was  made  into  a laundry  for  the  storing  of  linens, 
for  the  laundering  of  some  of  the  camp  linens,  and  for  a 
leader  laundry.  The  Explorer  Lodge  in  the  Younger  Boys 
Camp  was  also  completed.  These  improvements  and  addi- 
tions are  made  possible  largely  through  the  funds  which 
have  been  raised  by  Trustees  in  the  Capital  Fund  cam- 
paign, the  goal  of  which  is  to  raise  $125,000  over  a 
three  year  period,  to  be  used  for  major  improvements  of 
Miniwanca  facilities.  Not  just  present  campers  and 
leaders,  but  Founders  down  through  future  years  will  be 
the  beneficiaries  of  this  wonderful  Trustee  support. 


^HE  QUESTIONNAIRE  PROGRAM,  following  use  of  new  ques- 
tionnaires in  the  1962  camps , underwent  durther  revision 
and  refining  and  strengthening  by  the  staff  and  the  Edu- 
cation Committee.  Campers  have  found  the  new  Question- 
naire instruments  to  be  exceedingly  helpful  in  their 
fourfold  planning  and  in  motivation  to  Christian  leader- 
ship in  their  home  and  college  communities.  Furth  e r 
revision  will  take  place  during  the  coming  year. 

CAMPERS  OF  1963  - this  is  a reminder  to  you  of  the  goals 
which  you  wrote  out , following  your  Questionnaire  inter- 
views and  at  the  close  of  your  Miniwanca  experience  in 
OB  and  OG  camps  this  summer.  We  urge  you  to  keep  these 
goals  firmly  before  you,  and  to  do  your  best  to  attain 
them,  and  move  on  to  the  enlargement  and  strengthening 
of  your  life  plans  and  purposes . We  would  remind  you 
again  of  the  lines  from  Robert  Frost;  "I  have  promises 
to  keep  and  miles  to  go  before  I sleep. " 

WE  WERE  HAPPY  TO  ADD  TO  OUR  HALL  OF  FLAGS  this  past 
season  the  flag  of  Peru,  sent  to  us  by  Carmen  Arnillas , 
1961  camper . The  presentation  was  made  at  an  Assembly 
during  the  Younger  Girls  Camp,  and  the  flag  added  to  the 
collection  in  our  Assembly  Hall  of  Flags.

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MERROWVISTA  NEWS 

Outstanding  leadership  marked  the  1963  camping  season  at 
Merrowvista  with  80%  of  our  leadership  coming  from  those 
who  have  had  American  Youth  Foundation  experience  in  the 
past  summers.  Again,  we  were  able  to  share  Younger  Boys 
camp  leaders  with  Miniwanca,  giving  us  strong,  mature 
leadership  under  the  fine  direction  of  TOM  WELCH,  long- 
time Foundation  camper  and  leader.  JUNE  BELLI,  Merrow- 
vista O.G.  Graduate,  was,  for  the  fourth  summer,  our  Y. 
G.  Director. 

Overall  enrollment  was  up  again  this  year,  with  more 
than  three  hundred  campers  and  leaders  participating  in 
the  summer's  program.  We  were  fortunate  to  have  three 
overseas  students  in  our  senior  camps,  one  from  Norway 
and  two  from  the  Belgian  Congo.  These  three  high  school 
young  people  were  under  the  auspices  of  the  Internation- 
al Christian  Youth  Exchange  program  which  brings  over 
two  hundred  foreign  nationals  to  the  United  States  each 
year.  The  senior  camps,  though  small  in  size,  are  marked 
with  a vitality  that  creates  enthusiasm  and  excitement. 
Divided  into  six  tribes  which  compete  in  a number  of 
varied  activities,  they  still  have  many  opportunities  to 
become  personally  acquainted  with  a majority  of  the 
campers.  These  tribes  each  have  their  own  tribal  areas 
snugly  nestled  in  the  wooded  hillsides  surrounding  camp. 
In  addition  to  their  regular  class  program, opportunities 
are  provided  for  closer  association  with  faculty  members 
through  tribal  campfire  discussion  groups,  and  through 
many  personal  conferences. 

The  Older  Boys  Camp  this  summer  was  the  largest  for  many 
years,  with  thirty-nine  fellows  moving  in  for  a fast  and 
exciting  two  weeks'  program.  In  between  classes  and 
tribal  competition,  there  were  opportunities  for  camper- 
leader  ball  games,  mountain  climbing  and  an  overnight 
camping  experience.  The  classes  again  provided  chal- 
lenging hours  of  study  and  discussion  as  these  young 
people  sought  together  to  find  their  own  areas  of  per- 
sonal commitment  and  involvement  in  today's  world. 

The  Younger  Camps  continued  to  move  in  high  gear  with  a 
large  number  of  returning  campers.  Activities  ranged 
from  nature  and  awareness  hikes  to  overnight  canoe  trips 
on  Dan  Hole  Pond.  From  deep  concerns  expressed  in  the 
Christian  Ideals  study  group  around  the  village  campfire 
each  morning,  to  the  exhilaration  of  standing  on  the 
peak  of  a high  mountain  and  seeing  the  world  spread 
beneath  one's  feet,  campers  found  a challenge  to  be 
themselves  at  their  very  best.  In  this  fun- filled  pro- 
gram, young  people  of  Junior  and  Junior  High  age  are 
given  the  opportunity  to  express  four- fold  living  as 
they  share  together  in  village  groups.  Physical  develop- 
ment comes  through  competitive  athletics , mountain  climb- 
ing, swimming  and  the  dally  exercise  of  just  being  in 
the  mountains.  Mental  growth  is  provided  through  dis- 
cussions that  take  many  forms,  both  formal  and  informal. 
The  challenge  of  new  ideas  is  always  an  exciting  one  for 
this  age  group.  Social  awareness  comes  as  youngsters 
learn  to  share  responsibilities  of  living  and  working  in 
the  out-of-doors.  With  opportunities  provided  to  share 
in  responsible  decision  making,  the  youngster  realizes 
the  necessities  of  social  Involvement  and  concern  for 
others.  Religious  expression  is  meaningful  in  many 
areas,  from  the  C.I.  class  discussion  to  the  "after-taps" 
prayer,  from  the  concern  for  the  welfare  of  the  other 
camper,  to  the  insights  gained  from  a quiet  vesper  talk 
of  a leader. 

This  year  the  exchange  between  Miniwanca  and  Merrow- 
vista took  on  new  significance  with  several  campers  and 
leaders  making  use  of  this  opportunity.  Merrowvista 
offers  in  its  senior  camp  program  a similar  schedule  of 
classes  as  Miniwanca,  taught  by  equally  capable  faculty 
members .

Most  of  our  campers  are  now  living  under  canvas,  and  the 
excitement  of  true  out-of-door  living  adds  zest  and 
flavor  to  the  program.  Each  tribal  and  village  group 
has  its  own  campfire  spot,  with  opportunities  for  the 
warm  fellowship  experiences  that  come  from  a campfire 
experience  being  very  much  appreciated.  Our  physical 
facilities  are  in  excellent  shape,  and  will  be  continu- 
ally added  to  as  our  enrollment  increases. 

The  Merrowvista  Expansion  Fund  is  in  its  last  year,  with 
hopes  high  that  the  total  goal  of  $25,000  will  be 
reached  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Contributions  are  still 
appreciated,  for  they  will  help  us  to  continue  the  vital 
program  of  facility  and  program  expansion  which  is  being 
carried  on  at  Merrowvista.  Last  year  several  of  our 
former  campers  and  leaders  provided  scholarships  whereby 
we  were  able  to  Invite  outstanding  young  people  to  take 
advantage  of  the  leadership  opportunities  of  our  Senior 
Camp  program.
